Washington, D. C., Jan. 19.—[ Special. 
‘Representative Mann today introduced a 
‘Tesolution declaring the Van Buren street 
tunnel an obstruction to navigation and a 
‘public nuigance, and requiring the West Chi- 
cago Street railway company, which owns 
the tunnel, to remove or lower it so the crown 
or top of the tunnel shall be at least twenty- 
eight feet below the Chicago city datum, as 
now fixed by ordinance 
_ There has been some misunderstanding as 
to whether the city of Chicago, the rallway 
company, or the national government should 
remove this obstruction to navigation. An 
investigation disclosed that in 1888 the city 
council passed an ordinance authorizing the 
construction of the tunnel. The following 
year the railway company was granted a 
permit authorizing it to construct the tun- 
nel, under an agreement that if it should be- 
come an obstruction to navigation the tunnel 
would be removed without cost to the city. 
This agreement was ratified by the city 
council. 

If Representative Mann’s resolution declar- 
ing the tunnel to be an obstruction is adopted 
it will be within the power of any shipowner 
or other person whose inter¢sts are injured 
to institute legal proceedings to compel the 
railway company to remove or lower the tun- 
nel, Until either one of these things is done, 
congress will not appropriate any more 
money for the improvement of the Chicago 
river, and the adoption of the Mann resolu- 


| tion, will be a long step toward deepening the

Two reports just iseued from the office of 

the interstate commerce commission when 
put together contain a significant proof of 
the extraordinary safety of railway travel 
in the United States, and incidentally they 
explain why it is that accident insurance 
companies and especially those which deal 
with railway passengers make such enor- 
mous profits. — 
* Reports collated by the commission show 
that for the three months of July, August, 
and September, 1902, the number of passen- 
gers killed on the railroads in all kinds of 
aceidents, including collisions, derailments, 
and other happenings, was only forty-one 
for the whole United States. The number 
who were injured during the same period of 
three months was only 1,229. 

‘Thus it will be seen that in this quarter of 
a year the entire casualties in killed and 
wounded among passengers on all of the rail- 
roads of the United States were only 1,270. 
It must be borne in mind that these figures 
relate to passengers only, and do not include 
trainmen or other employés. 

Multiplying the figures by four it will be 
found that the deathi rate among passengers 
on railroad trains for the year is 164, and 
the annual total of persons injured is 4,916, 
so that the casualties among all the railroad 
passengers of the United States annyally, in- 
cluding both. killed and injured, aggregate 
only 5,080. 

It sounds coldblooded to say this is a small 
number, and yet relatively that is quite true, 
A separate report to the commission shiws.

Denver, Colo., Jan. 20.—[Special.]—The 
Colorado senate has been in a state of siege 
all night, with the republican members prac- 
tically imprisoned behind locked doors in 
the senate chamber and fifty armed deputy 
sheriffs, all demoorats, on guard in the corri- 
dors. 

The republican lieutenant governor has ap- 
pealed to the governor for state troops to 
clear the corridors, break down the doors, 
and relieve the republican prisoners, He has 
not yet consented, but says that if the rival 
factions in the senate do not reach an agree- 
ment soon he will resort to extreme meas- 
ures. 


) Two Senates in Session. 


There are two “ senates " in session, each 
claiming to be regular. One “ senate,"’ pre- 
sided over by Lieut. Gov. Haggott, is com- 
posed of nineteen republicans, a majority. 
The other “ senate ”’ is made up of the demo- 
cratic minority and is presided over by Sena- 
tor W/H. Adams. 

The republicans have ‘‘ unseated ’’ demo- 
cratic members and the democrats have re- 
taliated by “‘unseating'’’ republicans, but 
the ynseated members in both factions have 
declined to surrender their places. | 

The trouble began late yesterday afternoon, 
when the senate took up the contest cases,

Democrats Not Recognized. 

Idjeut. Gov. Haggott refused to recognize 
the democrats, but recognized the repub- 
licans’ minority report, which unseated the 
following democrats: Buckley, Ballinger, 
Hill, Kennedy, Hallett, and all of the Arapa- 
hoe county senators.

The vote on this question is taken to show 
the council’s friendliness to street railway 
franchise extension and its purpose to work 
for practical results. 


Capitalists Take Hold. 

In the afternoon it became known that a 
committee of capitalists had been formed, in- 
cluding Marshall Field, Norman B. Ream, 
John J. Mitchell, and others, both eastern 
and western men, t. draw up a plan for the 
complete regeneration of the traction systems 
here, 

This committee will accept deposits of the 
stock of the old west and north side lines and 
will confer with the city officials in an effort 
to bring order out of chaos. It will not oppose 
ultimate municipal ownership. | 

The council committee on transportation 
will meet tomorrow. Chicago City railway 
representatives will be present, and it is 
thought the Unien Traction may do the same, 


Action by the Council. 

In addition to substituting the ‘‘ Jackson "’ 
for the “‘ Finn ”’ bill by the big vote of 48 to 
19, the city council tabled all pertinent 
amendments by practically the same vote, 
and the substitute was finally ordered sent 
to the general assembly at Springfield by a 
vote of 51 to 16. 

Throughout the debate the opponents of the 
Jackson substitute made the plea thata vote 
for it meant a vote in favor of the passage 
of franchise extension ordinances, and when 
the roll call was had it was regarded on all 
hands as indicating the temper of the coun- 
cil on this matter. What made the vote more 
significant was that on all important ques- 
tions a two-thirds majority was shown— 
enough to pass any ordinances on which the 
council might agree over the mayor's veto.

It was charged 
openly that it had been drawn by their at- 
torneys, and Ald. Smulski voiced the senti- 
ment of himself and his friends when he ex- 
claimed: ‘‘ What is in the air is that the men 
back of this substitute do not want municipal 
ownership. They want an excuse for pass- 
ing franchise extension ordinances and are 
offering this substitute accofdingly. 

“ This is the way to kill off municipal own- 
ership. I tell you if you pass the extension 
ordinance first the agitation for municipal 
ownership will not last two years. If we 
really want municipal ownership let us pass 
the Finn bill; if franchise extension ordi- 
nances, the other.”

Being the Basence of Loveliness Him- 
self, He Comes, Attended by Twe 
Barbers, to Tell Americans What 
He Knows About the Beauties of 
Literature—His Press Agent Sure 
That He Will Be Extremely Popu- 
lar with Women. 


New York, Jan. 19.—(Special.}—Something 
is always happening. Now it is the Comte 
Robert de Montesquieu-Fezensac of France, 
who has a personality alongside of which 
that of the marquis of Anglesey is the per- 
sonality of a prize fighter. He is here to 
tel women with money what he knows 
about Nterature. 

Like Mary McLane, the comte is a genius. 
He admits it himself. To make the asser- 
tion indisputable he has brought two bar- 
bere with him. M. Helleu, the famous 
Paris etcher of portraits of women, who 
has just returned to France, said in an 
interview that he feared that the ways of 
the comte would have the effect of keeping 
the men of New York at arme’ length. But 
M. Helleu is sure that his countryman will 
be lionized by the women. 


Money Enters Into Affair. . 

His poetic nature does not allow him to 
overlook the financial side of life. He is not 
a lecturer. He gives “corfferences.” His 
managers have listed seven of these “ con- 
ferences ” to be held at Sherry’s. Admission 
to each “ conference’ is fixed at §5, but no 
one may buy a ticket to a single “ con- 
ference.”’ 

It is necessary that those wishing to hear 
the comte should buy tickets for the series 
of seven ‘“ conferences.”’ 

Much is known of the comte at his home 
that his press agent has failed to mention 
in her laudatory notices. She has forgotten 
to say that the comte was in attendance at 
the charity bazaar in Paris when a fire broke 
out and many women were roasted alive. 
The comte was not roasted—in the fire. But 
he has been “ roasted ’”’ ever since by men 
who say he escaped by hitting women over 
the head with his cane, climbing over their 
insensible bodies, fighting his way like a 
wild man to the doors. Of course, no man 
knows how true this is, but the comte. He 
says it is not true. 

The comte arrived on Saturday, but he did 
not have anything much to say till today, 
when he “ consented ” to be interviewed. 


Ignores the Small Minded. 

“I care nothing for people who would make 
me the object of vulgar notoriety, either 
in this country or my own,” said the count 
today. ‘‘ Those who in ignorance or malice 
essay to hold me up to ridicule I can afford 
to ignore. Whatdothey know? Why should 
I care? I do not address myself to the small 
minded. 

“* Icome to the new world as the representa- 
tive of the old French nobility, as the scion 
of one of the most ancient and most illustri- 
ous houses in France, that comprised among 
its members Marshal de Montesquieu and 
Mme. de Montesquieu, mother of the famcus 
D’ Artagan, to cite only these; and I hope to 
attract here an element of curiosity and in- 
terest different. from that which centered 

academicians 
Why He Came Over. 

There may be some souls in this benighted 
continent who do not know who the count fs 
or why he should come over here. As to why 
he came, let him speak: 

“There have been many Frenchmen,” he 
said, ‘who have come to this land and who 
are competent to speak about art and litera- 
ture. My mission, it is most different. I 
come as one who has great social eminence 
to display, what I have achieved by culture 
and aristocracy as well as by art. I make 
no pretensions for myself. I am borne here 
irresistibly by the compelling force of my 
genius and my achievements.” 


. His Masterpiece “The Bats.’’ 

The count then gave the titles of his “‘ con- 
ferences,” and said: ‘‘ Any of these themes 
can be developed, as a theme in music is 
developed, and engarlanded with variations. 
Take the nocturne as an example. The word 
is full of seductiveness, of sweet mystery. 
The nocturnes of Chopin leave the mind of 
the audience in a candition of peculiar, in- 
expressible satisfaction. What he accom- 
plished in music I seek to accomplish in 
poetry. The nocturne deals with the ideas 
worked out in ‘ Les Chauves Souris.’ Why ' 
should the title of ‘The Bats’ be considered 
strange? This singular creature appears 
to me as a symbol of one of the most mys- 
terious and absorbing of human types. It 
is made for solitude, yet rushes toward the 
light. It is like the human being doomed 
to isolation and melancholy, suffering alike 
in the light and in obscurity.” 


Attired Like a Rainbow. 

M. le Comte, when he first flashed on the 
United States, was attired in toothpick yel- 
low shoes, a long brown overcoat, not in 
itself remarkable, but at the moment of 
le Comte’s arrival it was surmounted with 
a green and bronze neckcloth that was a 
wonder. The neckcloth was set off with a 
bunch of orchids framed in maidenhair ferns. 
On the top of his head M. le Comte wore 
a brown soft hat that was two shades dark- 
er than his shoes and one shade darker 
than his gloves. 

With M. Yturri, his dear friend, a valet, 
and thirty-seven trunks the Count is at the 
Waldorf-Astoria. He denies knocking down 
women at the charity bazaar fire, and he 
also denied that he had a jeweled live tor- 
toise in his waistcoat pocket.

‘* One needs onty to glance at the wonderful 
portrait of M. de Montesquicu by Whistler 
to realize that the former inherits racial 
prejudices and that he is not a man to be 
overlooked in any crowd. 
*“ Although the count is painted in the 
conventional frock coat and stiff colar of 
a man of the world, the gray gloves recall 
the deeds of chivalric Spain, and the mala- 
cha stick, tipped forward, suggests the 
dueler’s sword ready to be drawn, so that 
in Whistler's portrait we recognize the 
poet, a sculptor of clouds, an alchemist of 
dreams, and a fabricant of fancies.”’

QUICK TRIALS 
FOR COAL MEN; 
START AT ONCE 


Returned by the Grand 
Jury Yesterday to.Be 
Started Thursday. 


Illinois Anti-Trust and Con- 
spiracy Laws Are Being 
Violated. 


The coal men are to go to trial in un- 
precedented time. 
corporations under the anti-trust law will 
be called up in the Criminal court on Thurs 
day and will be heard on an agreed state- 
ment of facts. 

After the grand jury’s return yesterday 
morning of indictment under the Diinols 
anti-trust and the conspiracy laws against 
seventeen individuals and twenty-seven cor- 
porations prominently identified with the 
bituminous coal trade of Illinois, Indiana, 
and Wisconsin, it became known that the 
number of individuals indicted would have 
been greater except for one thing. 


Save Themselves from Indictment. 

It ie said that personal indictments had 
been voted on Saturday, but were reconsid- 
ered late that afternoon after the coal men 
involved had agreed to assist the state inse- 
curing an early trial. The officers promised 
that in the event the corporations were finai- 
ly declared by the courts to be in an illegal

turned indictments against the corporations 
only, and these will be tried at once. They 
will be called for trial, as stated, in the Orim- 
inal court Thursday, and will be heard onan 
agreed statement of facts. In the event the 
corporations are found to be in a trust be- 
cause of their relations with the Northern Il- 
‘inois Soft Coal association, the officers have 
agreed to appeal the case at once and secure 
a final decision within two months. 


Indictments and Those Involved. 

The indictments that were.returned were 
comprehended in three true bills, involving 
the various defendants, as follows: 

An indietment, drawn under the Illinois anti- 
trust laws against eighteen corporations allied 
with the Northern Illinois Soft Coal asseciation. 

Indictment charging conspiracy in restraint of 
trade and to fix prices against nine officers and 


Iilinois and Wisconsin. 

Indictment charging depnspifacy restraint of 
trade and to fix prices against the corporations 
and their officers, which have signed the so-called 
** Bogie-Indiana agreement. 

In the report to the court accompanyitig 
the indictments the jury declared that com- 
binations similar to the ones attacked exist- 
ed also in other industries. The report de- 
clared that the scarcity and high price of 
coal were the result of an abnormal condi- 
tion in the relation of demand and supply, 
due to the anthracite strike, and the in- 
creased demand for coal due to growth of 
industrial activity.

Character, Whose Mother Was a 
Fermer Slave, Kept in Power Over 
the Native Tribes. |

MANILA, Jan. 19.—The sultan of Jolo, bet- 
ter known as the sultan of Sulu, isdead.

. South End of Philippines. 


The Sulu group of islands is in the extreme 
southern end of the Philippine archipelago. 
“They extend from Mindanao westward to 


} Borneo. The principal island of the group 


is the island of Sulu, from which the archi- 
pelago takes its name. The chief seaport of 
the island is the town of Jolo, a place of some 
commercial importance. There are 950 
square miles to the Sulu islands, and the sul- 
tan’s subjects number about 75,000. 
For three centuries the Spaniards waged 
war on the Sulu sultans, but it was not until 
1877 that the sultan acknowledged the pro- 
tectorate of Spain. Even then the other na- 
tions of the world were slow to acknowledge 
that the dominions of the sultan of Sulu be- 
longed to Spain. Finally, by a protocol signed 
at Madrid on May 7, 1885, the suzerainty of 
Spain over the Sulu sultanate was acknowl- 
edged by Great Britain and Germany. By 
this convention the claims of the sultan to 
sovereignty over a part of Borneo were abro- 
gated, but on the island of Mindanao there 
are two native sultans who still pay him 
tribute. 
In the Sulu islands and on the island of 
Mindanao the Spanish never held much real 
power. |

SHARP WORDS FOR KAISER 
IN THE GERMAN REICHSTAG. 


Bavarian Delegate Declares Emperor’s 
Telegram to Munich an Unwarranted 


BERLIN, Jan. 19.—Herr Schaedler, a Ba- 
varian member of the center party, discussed 
in the reichstag today the telegram sent 
by Emperor William to Prince Regent Luit- 
pold of Bavaria last summer, expressing his 
majesty’s indignation at the refusal of the 
Bavarian diet to vote $25,000 for art pur- 
poses. Herr Schaedier sharply criticised 
Emperor William's act as irresponsible in- 
terference in the internal affairs of an indi- 
vidual state. 

Count von Billow replied that the emperor 
had full liberty, like every other Prussian, 
to express his personal views. Herr Schaed- 
ler having intimated that his majesty’s ac- 
tion was dangerous to the stability of the 
empire, Count von Billow said: 

“I express the hope that the members 
of all parties will avoid utterances calculated 
to raise doubts abroad regarding the unity 
of the empire and regarding the devotion 
of the people to, and their love of the im- 
perial idea. This idea is embodied in the 
dearest recollections of the German people 
and it represents our world position.” 

Anewering criticisms of the increased ex- 
penditures involved in the Germanization of 
the Polish provinces, during the budget de- 
bate in the Prussian diet today, Chancellor 
von Billow declared that the integrity of the 
monarchy and the German possessions could

The 
principal feature of the platform is the car- 
rying out of the principles of the Cuban 
constitution ag it stands, inclusive of the 
Platt amendment, and not seeking to give 
other than the most simple interpretation 
to the language thereof.

THE SECOND MRS. TANQUERAY. 
A Play io Four Acts,

There was not a handclap after the fall 
of the final curtain at the Illinois last even- 
ing. The audience was absolutely still for 
an instant, then rose, and almost hurried 
away. | 

The silence and the eagerness to depart 
were net intended as any expression of dis- 
approval of the performance just witnessed— 
in fact, they were the sincerest compliment 
possible, for they told that Pinero’s depress- 
ing drama, The Mrs. Tanqueray,” 
had not failed to be as depressing as its 
author had intended, and that the players 
engaged in its presentation had performed 
their. tasks in a spirit thoroughly in keep- 
ing with his artistic aims and desires. 

Had the play and the acting been less con- 
vincing, applause would have been easy. 
As it was, it was virtually impossible, and 
to get away was but the natural impulse. 
All through the evening the same tense mood 
prevailed, and of enjoyment, in its sense of 
pleasurable entertainment, there was prac- 
tically none. | 

Pinero has not chosen a cheerful subject, 
and he has handled that subject with a di- 
rectness and relentlessness that have made 
his drama one of the most persistenly serious 
and earnest the present stage knows. It is 
an unpleasant play, but a fascinating and a 
masterly one. 


To discuss “‘ The Second Mrs. Tanqueray ” 
is scarcely necessary at the present time. 
It has been written and talked about in all 
its aspects—its ethical, its moral, its im- 
moral, its dramatic, its constructive, its lin- 
guistic, its social—it has been praised ex- 
travagantly and condemned unqualifiedly, 
and after all these dissections, laudations, 
and denunciations it remains the masterpiece 
of the master among living’ Anglo-Saxon 
playwrights. Bach person who sees it will 
have his own ideas and opinions concerning 
the significance of the social problem pre- 
sented and of the manner in which the au- 
thor has solved that problem, but no one fa- 
miliar with the laws of dramatic constructive 
art will deny the superiority of the crafts- 
manship and the mastery of those laws 
shown by Pinero in this greatest of his plays. 
The performance at the Illimois last even- 
ing was one which called for virtually un- 
qualified praise. Mrs. Campbell leaves noth- 
ing to be desired in her portrayal of Paula 
Tanqueray, and last evening the support ac- 
corded her by her company was in all cases 
adequate, and in a number of instances more 
than that. It was as admirably balanced 
and. finely rounded a performance as could 
be wished, and as such it failed not in exert- 
ing its full powers to > za and impress. 


Mrs. Campbell has made Paula peculiarly 
her own more completely, so it seemed last 
evening, than she has any other character 
in which she has been seen, excellent though 
her delineations of these others may be. So 
thorough is her mastery of the part in its 
every detail that not only is her portrayal of 
it one highly intelligent and rarely illumina- 
tive in the countless deft and significant 
touches introduced, but the actress comes 
more nearly in it to! sinking her own in- 
dividuality than in any of the other rdéles 
she has played here. Watching her as Mrs. 
Tanqueray, the spectator loses consciousness 
of the fact that it ig Mrs. Campbell he is. 
seeing, and the ‘illusion that Paula herself 
is before him ig produced and maintained. 
In neither Beata nor Aunt Jeannie was this 
height of artistic achievement attained, and 
therefore it is that Mrs. Tanqueray may with 
justice be set down as Mrs. Campbell's ablest 
performance. 

The hardnens~seanth! and moral hardness 
resultant from her manner of life—that fs 
the dominant note Paula's character 
throughout the first two acts of the play, 
and which is heard not infrequently even in 
the last two, was sounded by Mrs. Campbell 
with consummate skill and artistic discern- 
ment—never so strongly and insistently as 
to become vulgarity, and yet ever forcibly 
enough to keep clearly befbdre the spectator 
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and those about her was impossible. The 
skepticiem that has its source in this hard- 
ness and in the unconquerable jealousy nat- 
ural to a character such as hers were also 
made patent with unfailing surety and yet 
exquisite nicety of touch. And the loveller 
attributes—the genuine desire to make 
Bilean love her and the longing for tender- 
ness and affection-—-were present aiso, and 
ever in a proportion and an appro¢priateness 
of time and place that gave the portrayal the 
suggestion of lightness and gentleness it re- 
quired to be convincing in its appeal for sym- 
pathy. There were also moments of more 
intense emotional] strength than Mrs. Camp- 
bell has offered in any of her previous per- 


‘formances. The deflance at the close of the 


second act, the final scene with Ellean, and 
the last speech to Ardale had in them more 
of the demonstrative than has been met with 
before. 

The meeting with Mrs. Cortelyou in the 
second act was interestingly played, and al- 
though the scene has always seemed to the 
writer to be the one particularly unnatural 
and overdrawn moment-in the drama the 
effectiveness of Mrs. Campbell’s abundant 
side play here and of the deliberateness of 
her method is undeniable. The kissing of 
EBllean.was one of the most touching and 
beautiful bits of acting done during the even- 
ing, and the sincerity and simplicity of the 
delivery of the speech that is in reality the 
farewell to Aubrey made the scene one to be 
treasured in memory. 


In Mr. Kerr, Mrs. Campbell had an Aubrey 


Tanqueray who was worthy of her Paula. 
The role is far from being a grateful one, for 
Tanqueray just barely escapes being a prig 
on certain occasions, and only the skill and 
art of the actor is able to retain for him the 
sympathy of the auditor. ‘This Mr. Kerr suc- 
ceeded in doing, not only by the manly, direct 
fashion in which he moved and carried him- 
self, but by the quiet yet tense manner in 
which he expressed the sorrow, the anxiety, 
the unrest’ Tanqueray feels, and by the tone 
of genuineness he lent to the tenderness for 
Eliean. The outburst in the last act was 
done with admirable power, and served but 
to deepen the conviction that in this actor 
we have one of the ablest leading men seen 
here in a goodly number of seasons. 

‘Miss Lamborn made an excellent Ellean, 
lending the part all the reserve and coldness 
it demands, yet not sacrificing the specta- 
tor’s sympathy and interest. Mr. Howe was 
a Cayley genuine in the goodheartedness 
and friendliness that make him so welcome 
a nage in this company of unhappy 
folk; Mrs. Waldron played the difficult scene 
of the meeting with Paula with discrimina- 
tion; Miss Dupre was sufficiently common as 
Lady Orreyed and Mr. Glaser did a capital 
bit of acting as the tipple loving Sir George.

Foreman Pleads for Home Rule. 

After Ald. Smulski had stated that the pur- 
pose of the Jackson bill was to pave the way 
for the passage of extension ordinances Ald. 
Foreman said: 

“ This is a question of homerule. The Finn 
bill would tie the hands and feet of the city. 
All Chicago wants is a simple enabling act. 
The Jackson bill has embodied all the im- 
portant parts of the Finn bill, and if his is 
bad the other is bad. 

“Why should the legislature appoint a 
street railway commission for Chicago? 
What are we aldermen here for? Our cry 
for charter revision is, More power for Chi- 
cago. Why should we ask the other 101 
counties in the state to run our street rajl- 
ways for us? Give us a plain enabling act 
and let Chicago govern itself.” 


People Want Good Service. 

Ald. Werno, Finn, and Herrmann made 
speeches for the Finn measure and Ald. Rec- 
tor against it, the latter saying: . 

** People out in the ward Ald. Ruxton and 
I represent are not talking so much about 
municipal ownership as they are about good 
transportation to and from their homes.” 

“ Good street car service,’’ added Ald. Fore- 
man, “is the most important thing, and the 
people are not so much interested whether it 
is given them by the city or by John Smith, 
providing they can get the best service at the 
least cost.”’ 

After the motion to substitute the Jackson 
for the Finn bill had passed Ald. Bidmann 
offered an amendment making it apply only 
to cities of over 100,000 inhabitants. This 
was tabled, 52 to 14, and then Ald. Finn of- 
fered section 8 of his bill as an amendment. 
This provides that on the petition of 10 per 
cent of the voters any franchise ordinance 
must be submitted to the approval of the 
people at an election before becoming a law. 

This was tabled, 45 to 22, the vote being 
practically the same as on the substitution 
of the Jackson measure, except that Ald. 
Alling, Dixon, Freistedt, Maypole voted yea 


_| and Ald. Ehemann nay. 


Two Amendments Accepted. 

Ald. Palmer followed with an amendment 
providing no charges on account of a street 
car system should be made against the gen- 
eral fund of the city, which was accepted, 
as was one by Ald. Herrmann demanding 
that a majority of 60 per cent of all those 
voting ‘‘on the proposition ’’ should be suf- 
ficient to carry a referendum on the subject 
of the city buying the railroads. : 

When, however, Ald. Herrmann sought 
further to amend by providing that 60 per 
cent of those “ voting on the proposition ”’ 
instead of 60 per cent of ‘‘ those voting at the 
election”’ should be enough to authorize 
municipal operation Ald. Jackson objected 
and the amendment was tabled, 42 tc 25. 

Ald. Herrmann wanted still further to 
amend by incorporating the section of the 
Finn bill, which provides for authority from 
the legislature to name a street railway 
commission, but this was tabled, 49 to 16. 


Recommended to Legislature. 

Then the Jackson bill was recommended 
to the legislature for passage, 51 to 16. The 
sixteen aldermen who refused to ask the 
legislature to adopt it were: Coughlin, Kenna, 
Foucek, Cullerton, Moertel, Zimmer, Beil- 
fuss, Smulski, Finn, Minwegan, Dougherty, 
Werno, Herrmann, Dunn, Connery, Dever. 

“We could not recommend to the legis- 
lature anything like that bill,’’ was the ex- 
planation given by Ald. Finn of his vote: 

The council authorized the corporation 
counsel to employ a special attorney to con- 
fer with the transportation committee in 
drawing up the ordinance. It was rumored 
that Edwin Burrett Smith was to be selected. 
The mayor said he had not decided whom to 
appoint. 

Next Step in the Work. 

The next point of interest in the franchise 
extension question will be the meeting of the 
council committee on local transportation to- 
morrow. The Chicago City railway an- 
nounces it will be represented at the meeting 
and will present statements of what it is 
willing to do if granted an ordinance. 
Whether the Union Traction company will 
be ready is not known, but it is thought it 
will not be. If it is not the committee prob- 
ably will go ahead with the Chicago City 
application. Be 

J. A. Auerbach and R. R. Govin, repre- 
senting the eastern capital in the Union 
Traction company, went to New York on 
Saturday. General Counsel Gurley expects 
them back Wednesday morning. It is pos- 
sible they may come back with their plans for 
financing thecompany s0 well matured they 
can make definite proposals to the com- 
mittee. 

Invitation to Deposit Stock. 

Action looking toward the financing of the 
Union Traction company was taken yes- 
terday, when invitations were sent to the 
stockholders of the old West and North Side 
companies, who leased their lines to the 
Union Traction company, to deposit their 
stock in the Illinois Trust and Gavings bank 
and the Guaranty company of New York 
so it could be voted asa unit. It was stipu- 
lated that the stock could be withdrawn at 
the option of the owner if he became dis- 
satisfied. 

A committee to handle this stock and also 
to conduct negotiations looking toward an 
extension of franchises as well as the finan- 
cial reorganization of the Union Traction 
company and the possible consolidation of 
all the street railways of CGhicago has 
been appointed. It consists of six Chi-

Supreme Court Ruling Quoted. 

A review of the terms of the recent decision 
of the Supreme court in the “ transfer cases " 
“made in the corporation counsel's office 
would indicate, in the opinion of the lawyers, 
that whatever rights may exist under the 
“ninety-nine year act” belong to the old 
underlying companies rather than to the 
Union Traction. In that case the Union 
Traction company set up the ninety-nine 
year act as a contract between the state and 
the company by which the fare was fixed at 
5 cents, but the court held that even if this 
dia apply to the old companies it did not to 
the Union Traction. which was incorporated 
under the general laws‘of the state for the 
purpose of leasing and operating street rail- 
ways, and the rights claimed under the nine- 
ty-nine year act were not transferred in the 
lease.

May Go to the Legislature. 

There was the usual talk about the Union 
Traction company going to Springfield for a 
franchise jn case it could not get one which 
suited it m the city council. One argu- 
ment for this was that it would be difficult 
to finance the company with a twenty year 
ordinance, which is as long as the council 
under the statutes can grant. | 

Not much attention was paid to this talk, 
as all negotiations up to date have been on 
the premise that franchises would be asked 
for from thecity. Mayor Harrison, however. 
professed to have considerable confidence 
in the talk. “It is in the air, and has been 
talked of for some time,” said the mayor. 
“T have heard that the company would 

to get somesort of a second edition of the 
Allen bill through the legislature.” . 

Speaking of his expected visit from Mr. 
Govin when the latter returns from New 
York, the mayor said: 

**T do not imagine he will try to talk terms 
of a franchise ordinance over with me. If 
he does, I shall have to refuse to listen. The 
council is the proper place for such matters 
to be discussed, and I have always refused 
to take up any ordinance until ft has first 
been passed by the council. I shall not 
change my rule in this case.”’ 


CLEW IN ANONYMOUS LETTER 
TO MURDER IN JACKSON PARK. 


Police Have Theory That Italian Was 


Slain by Thieves He Followed from 
Pennsylvania—Three Men Wanted. 


An anonymous letter received by Lieut. 
Rohan of the detective department may ex- 
plain the murder of the Italian fn Jackson 
park a week ago. The writer, evidently an 
Italian, states that the victim was killed 
by his own countrymen in revenge for 
the murder of another Italian six months 
ago near the little town of Girard, Pa. 

Lieut. Rohan learned that six months ago 
there was a gang of Italians grading the 
roadway for an electric railroad between 
Conneaut, O., and Erie, Pa. While the work 
camp was near Girard, Pa., four of the 
men agreed to steal the pay of the entire 
gang. Three of them did run away with 
the money, but the body of the fourth man 
was found near the camp. 

The theory of the police is that the men 
who stole the earnings of their companions 
and murdered a countryman in order to 
cover their tracks came to Chicago, that 
the men they robbed organized for revenge, 
and that one of the avengers followed the 
thieves here, only to be killed by them. An 
investigation of the movements of the three 
men who stole the money is being made 
by the detective department. |

THE GRAND JURY'S REPORT. 

The Cook county grand jury reports that 
the scarcity and high price of coal are due 
primarily and principally to the reduced 
output of anthracite last year on account 
of the strike. It finds that the shortage 
and high prices “ are not due to or apprecia- 
bly influenced by any conspiracy or combina- 
tion in restraint of trade of any attempt 
to forestall the market.” though it admits 
there have been individual cases of breach of 
contract and extortion. 

The grand jury, a body camposed of in- 
telligent men, has investigated thoroughly. 
It has obtained information from all quar- 
ters. It has considered without -bias the 
testimony presented to it and has reached a 
conelusion the public should accept as a 
true description of the situation. No fur- 
ther circulation should be given to stories 
to the effect that the distresson account of 
the lack of coal or its high price is due to 


| “ conspiracies ” of railroads, mine owners, or 


coal dealers. When men suffer they are 
prone to suspect that they) have been 
wronged. The sufferings of Chicagoans on 
account of a scarcity of coali have been al- 
most exclusively due to the fact that too 
little coal wae mined last summer, and the 


deficiency canmot be made good. They were 
not due, as has been angrily abeerted, to the 
“ heartless rapacity ” of “ and 
“ monopolists.”’ 
The grand jury has indicted a number of 
corporations and individuals who are in the 


coal business for “ conspiracy to do an il- 
legal act injurious to public trade.” It has 
been umable to discover tha the present 
condition of the coal industry is due to any 
conspiracy or combination ig restraint of 
trade, but in the course of its inquiries it as- 
certained that the indicted parties had en- 
tered into combinations whichiare forbidden 
by the laws of the state. The state’s at- 
torney is of the opinion thaf the evidence 
is strong enough to sustain indictments. The 
courts will decide later on whether it will 
justify convictions. Naturally the indicted 
parties dislike to be called igto court, but 
they have the comfort of knowing that the 
grand jury does not accuse them of con- 
tributing deliberately to the public distress 
by their allegedillegal combinations. — | 

Finally, it will become apparent to all 
that fhe community is now so dependent 
on coal that it cannot tolerate a protracted 
strike. Part of the winter’s supply must 
be mined during the:summer, for the win- 
ter’s demand is greater than the output of 
the mineg during that season, even when 
they are worked to their full capacity. The 
seeds of the coal trouble im Chicago were 
sowed in Pennsylvania last summer. The 


question is how to prevent the future sow-

MASSACHUSETTS CORPORATION LAWS. 

Massachusetts business men have suffered 
for a long time from the controversies be- 
tween corporations and theiremployés. A 
disagreement of this kind hasalready arisen 
in the shoemaking city of Lynn, which 
threatens a strike of no ordinary magnitude.

paralysis. In addition to these troubles 
business men have at last e to the con- 
clusion that the present corporation laws 
are not only defective but that they actually 
are driving the big corporations out of the 
state. They still do their business in Mas- 
sachusetts, but they pay theintaxes in other 
states which give them more liberal char- 
ters. 
The legislature has been appealed to and 
it at last stands ready to revise corporation 
laws so that business can be done on the 
new Hines in use elsewhere. A committee 
appointed for that purpose has drawn up 
an exhaustive report, making recommenda- 
tions which, if adopted, as undoubtedly they 
will be, will bring business methods in Mas- 
sachusetts down to date. The most radical 
amendment is one which provides that cor- 
porations may be organized for any lawful 
purpose other than for banking, insurance, 
and public service purposes without limita- 
tion or restriction of capital stock. Of 
course, there is some objection raised to this 
removal of al) limitation upon capitalization 
and it is charged that it encourages stock 
watering, but, othe other hand, it is claimed 
that capitalization has nothing to do with

“THE SPIRIT OF -THE PEOPLE.” 

Baron Speck von Sternberg, who is to rep- 
resent Germany at Washington, has not 
much respect for diplomatic traditions. In 
an interview last week he said with pleasing 
frankness that one of the dearest objects 
of the Emperor William’s foreign policy 
was to extend German friendship with the 
United States. It has been said that nowa- 
days ambassadors should be accredited to a 
people quite as much as to the rulers. That 
appears to be the opinion of the emperor or 
Dr. von Holleben’s successor would not in- 
troduce himself to the people of the United 
States through the press as he does. 

There has been no question for some time 
of the earnest desire of the emperor to bring 
about the friendliest possible relations be- 
tween Germany and the United States. For 
that reason he sent his brother here. He 
gave a statue of Frederick the Great—a 
gift which did not evoke any popular enthu- 


has an American wife, who can make a 
good speech in English, and who, in advance, 
assures American newspaper men that he 
has the highest respect for them. | 
Day before yesterday Baron Speck von 
Sternberg explained wherein his predecessor 
was not satisfactory. This is another viola- 
tion of diplomatic traditions. He says * the 
trouble with the German embassy at Wash- 
ington has been that it is not sufficiently in 
touch with the American spirit.” He says 
“ Dr von Holleben did not grasp the spirit 
of the American people.” It may be that 
matters would mot have gone quite so far 
as regards Venezuela if the emperor had 
been better informed by his ambassador. 

It is not always easy for a diplomat to 
learn and keep in touch with the spirit of 
the American people. He may not be able 
to learn it from the government officials he 
comes in contact with. It cannot always be 
learned at Washington. The ambassador 
who can learn it and keep his government 
fully, advised certainly will be the most val- 
uable agent it can have in a country where 
the people govern. It may well be that the 
emperor has been fortunate enough to find 
such a representative. |

HAT French should have been used by 
the czar in toasting the young German 
crown prince at the state banquet given 
in his honor at St. Petersburg and that 
it should have likewise been employed 

by the kaisep’s first born in responding to 
the compliment will doubtless astonish many 
people who are awaré that the Russian em- 
peror talks German quite as well as he does 
French, his wife, indeed, being a German 
princess, yet it would be wrong to deduce 
therefrom that, as some of the Parisian news-~ 
papers will. doubtless do, Nicholas wished 
thereby to emphasize the closeness of 
his relations with his French ally, and to 
remind all the world, even when entertain- 
ing the future emperor of Germany, that he 
would permit nothing to interfere with the 
closeness of his relations with France. 

The fact of the matter is that French is al- 
ways used for royal and imperial speeches of 
this kind at state banquets because it is the 
diplomatic language—the language which 
is. still used in all international communica- 
tions, save those with English speaking coun- 
tries. It is a language which lends itself 
more readily than any other tongue to diplo- 
matic utterances, and which can be maneu- 
vered more adroitly, if I may be permitted 
to use the expression. | 

The speeches, such as those delivered at 
the state banquet given by the czar in honor 
of the crown prince at St. Petersburg last 
week, are meant for public consumption. It 
was known beforehand that they would be 
at once telegraphed all overthe world. They 

therefore prepared carefully in ad- 
vance, written out, and discussed by the 
czar’s minister of foreign. affairs and the 
German ambassador. They were not by 
any manner of means the impulsive utter- 
ances of a hospitable host and of a grateful 
guest. They were, in fact, mere features of 
the diplomatic relations between Russia and 
Germany, and that is why they were deliv- 
ered in French. 3 

It may be remembered that when the king 
of Italy was entertained at Berlin last sum- 
mer, the speeches delivered by the two 
monarchs at the state banquet given for the 
royal Italian guests were in French, and, al- 
though King Victor Emmanuel talks English 
perfectly, yet there is no doubt that when a 
few months hence he visits London and is 
toasted by King Edward at the atate dinner 
given in his honor the language employed by 
both sovereigns will be that of France. | 


It is premature to assume that Baron 
Speck von Sterberg is likely .to become 
German ambassador in the place of Herr 
von Holleben within the next few months. 
The baron is a most capable diplomat and 
a brilliant man. But it would be contrary 
to all precedent in the diplomatic service of 
Germany to promote a man at one bound 
trom that of counselor of legation, filling the 
position of a consul general, to a first class 
embassy—an embassy which in the eyes of 
the German government. just at present is 
one of the most important of all 
the foreign missioéns. Even Count Metter- 
nich, whose promotion owing to the warm 
friendship of King Edward and of the Eng- 
lish royal family and the pronounced favor 
of the kaiser was exceptionally, indeed phe- 
nomenally rapid, spent severa} years as min- 
ister plenipotentiary at various posts on the 
continent before returning as chef de mis- 
sion to that London which he had left as 
secretary of embassy. | 

Baron Speck von Sternberg will doubtless 
remain here for several months as German 
chargé d’affaires, Herr von Holleben retain- 
ing nominally the post of ambassador while 
on leave of absence, and when the baron has, 
accomplished his mission it will probably be 
found that he will receive as his reward an 
appointment as minister plenipotentiary to 
some capital in Europe, and that either a 
diplomat of higher standing or else some 
great German noble will be accredited to 
Washington as ambassador. Indeed, it is 
by no means impossible that Prince Henry 
of Pless may be sent as ambassador to Wash- 
ington. It is well known at Berlin.that he 
is anxious for the appointment and at the: 
time wnen he came over here to represent 
the.emperor at the opening of the New York 
Chamber of Commerce building a number of 
people were sounded as to how his appoint- 
ment: would ‘be received. |

Cardinal Serafino Vannautelli’s appointment: 
to the office of vice chancellor of the holy seat 
in succession to the late Cardinal Parocchi 
can scarcely be regarded as a promotion. 
For’ the vice chancellorship was the post 
to which Leo XIII. appointed Cardinal 
Parocchi when he found him becoming too 
powerful, too influential, and too independ- 
ent as cardinal vicar of Rome, and he wished 
to put a check upon his activity, and upon 
his chances of succession to the tiara. In 
fact;the vice chancellorship is generally con- 
ferred by the pontiff upon some prelate whom 
he wishes in the interests of the papacy and 
of the church to sidetravck. 

Cardinal Serafino Vannutelliis probably the 
most openly ambitious member of the sa- 
cred college, and the manner in which he 
has for years past been preparing his can- 
didacy for the succession to the papa! throne 
has been a source of continual and profound 
irritation to Leo XIII. In Rome, therefore, 
the appointment of Cardinal Serafino Van- 
nutelli to the vice chancellorship wil! be re- 
garded not as a token of favor on the 
of the holy father, nor as destined to promote 
his prospects of becoming pope, but on the 
contrary as a blow to his expectations and as 
a serious setback. 


Before explaining what the vice chan- 
cellorship is it may be as well to state that 
one of the principal objections to Cardinal 
Serafino Vannutelli’s succession to the papacy 
is his plebeian origin and, although there 
are in the secred college other cardinals 
whost parentage is of the most lowly de- 
scription, as, for instane, Mgr. Gotti, whose 
father was a dock laborer at Genoa, yet in 
modern times, indeed for hundreds of years 
past, blue blood appears to have been con- 
‘sidered as ag indispensable qualification for 
the chair of St. Peter. 3 

The two Cardinals Vannutelli, Serafino 
and Vicento, are the grandsons of a man 
who rose from an altogether menial position 
to that of house steward and major domo 
of the first Napoleon's most beautiful sis- 
ter, Princes Pauline Borghese. She was as 
free in her gifts and in her expenditure as 
she was in her “affaires de cceur,”’ and 
under the circumstances it is not astonishing 
that her factotum should have amassed 
in her service ‘‘ below stairs’: the large 
fortunes which his grandsons, the two car- 
dinals, enjoy to this day. 

The two cardinals have a brother in Rome 
who is a thorn in their sides, and it has 
sometimes been discussed what Cardinal 
Serafino would do for his brother if heonce 
becomes pope. Probably he would promote 
him from the rank of count to that of duke 
and would give him some high office at the 
vatican. But this could not fail to give 
deep offense to all the ancient Roman patric- 
iate which constitutes the lay element of the 
papal court and whose members would re- 
sent as an intrusion by an adventurer any 
attempt to associate the count with them- 
selves. 


The position of vice chancellor is vastly 
inferior in tmportance to the secretaryship 
of state, to the office of prefect of the propa- 
ganda, of camerlingo, and to that of car- 
dina! vicar of Rome. The Roman chancery, 
of which the vice chancellor is the head, is 
the department which drafts and expedites 
the bulls and briefs by which the mind and 
the views of the pontiff are made known to 
christendom. There is no chancellor, and 
from time immemorial the head of the de- 
partment has been known as vice chancellor.

TAX COLLECTOR HARD AT WORK. 
Receives Seventeen Personal ‘Warrant 
Books—New System to Be Used 

| in the Office. | 


Seventeen books of tax warrants for per- 
sonal property were turned over to County 
Treasurer Hanberg yesterday and a large 
force of clerks began practically to copy the 
warrants into a set of books. When this 
work is well under way bills will be sent out— 
probably early next week. 

Under the new system in the office all the 
money will be handled by the receiving and 
paying tellers under the personal supervis- 
ion of the cashier. When the taxpayer goes 
to the office of the county treasurer he will 
find his bill already made out, and it is esti- 
mated that he can get that bill, pay his taxes, 
get his change and receipt within four min- 
utes from the time he enters the office.

| | HOLDS Law. 


Decides Appeal of Billings Hetrs, Say- 
ing That Legislatare Has Power to 
~Distinguish Between Lineal and 
Collateral Descendants—Largé Sum 
Involved in the Suit, but No Other 
Estate Involved, All Thus Far Hav- 
ing Paid the Amount Demanded. 


* 


The constitutionality of the I)inois inher- 
itance tax law was affirmed yesterday by 
the United States Supreme court in the 
case of Cornelius K. G. Billings and Albert 
M. Billings Ruddock, heirs’ of Albert M. 
Billings, against the state. 

The plaintiffs appealed on the ground that 
the Illinois inheritance tax law is in con- 
travention of the fourteenth amendment to 
the constitution, in that the classification 
of life tenants is arbitrary and unreason- 
able. The statute as enforced taxes life 
estates where the remainder is to lineal 
descendants, but expressly exempts similar 
life estates where the remainder is to col- 
laterals or to strangers in blocd. 


| State Has the Power. 

The court swept this contention aside by 
saying that its judgment in the Magoun 
case applied. In his decision Justice Mc- 

“We must regard the power of the state 
over testate and intéstate dispositions of 
property, its power to impose conditions 
upon transfer or devolution. We said in 
the Magoun case that the power could be 
exercised by distinguishing between the 
lineal and collateral relatives cf a testator. 
Can it be doubted that an estate for one’s 
life: with remainder of one’s immediate de- 
scendants is more estimable—a gift of mere 
worth—than such an estate with remainder 
to distant relatives or to strangers? And 
may not this worth be regarded as a motive 
— Justification for a difference in legisla- 

on?” 

Albert M. Billings died Feb. 7, 1897, leaving 
an estate valued at $7.412,380. The widow's 
dower amounted to $2,363,151, on which there 
was a tax of $23,443. The life interest of 
Cc. .K. G. Billings, the son, amounted to 
$2,472,118, on which there was a tax of $24,- 
821, The life interest of Albert M. Billings 
Ruddock in the one-third interest bequeathed 
to him was appraised at $1,408,874. The 
tax on this amount was $14,043. 


Only One Case Involved. 

** Bo far as I know there are no estates, the 
adju.tment of which is dependent on this 
decision,”’ said Judge Carter. ‘‘ No tax col- 
lections have been suspended pending the 
| settlement of the case. ‘The Pullman estate 
was taxed after the decision in this court 
and no appeal was taken. The Leander Mc- 
Cormick estat case may be appealed by the 
state. The Palmer estate has not reached 
the court yet. The appraisers are still fig- 
uring on values. Other estates, large and 
small, have been paying the tax and not con- 
testing. 

“In the Leander McCormick estate about 
two-thirds of the property will not be dis- 
tributed for twenty years yet and I held that 
the tax of that portion would not be collect- 
able until that time.”’ | 


SOUTH DAKOTA DIVORCE VOID. 


United States Supreme Court Holds Il- 
_ legal Decree Granted to a Tem- 
porary Resident. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 19.—The United 
States Supreme court today again passed 
upon the validity of divorces granted in 
South Dakota to nonresidents. The case 
was that of Annie Andrews vs. Kate H. 
Andrews, and the question at issue is that 
as to which is entitled to administer upon 
the estate of Charles S. Andrews, whom 
both claimed as husband. 

The record showed that Mrs. Kate An- 
drews was the first wife and her husband 
secured a divorce in South Dakota after 
remaining there six months. The Massa- 
chusetts courts held the decree fraudulently 
secured, and, refusing to recognize it, de- 
clared the first wife the legal widow. 3 

That was the holding of the Supreme Ju- 
dicial court of Massachusetts, and today’s 
opinion, which was delivered by Justice 
White, affirmed that holding. He said that 
Andrews’ residence in the state of South 
Dakota did not constitute legal domicile. 


Father’s Bequest at Stake. 

The case &urose out of the fact that An- 
drews' father, Charles H. Andrews, be- 
queathed certain property to “the wife of 
my son, Charles 8S. Andrews.’’ Justices 
|. Brewer, Shiras, and Peckham dissented. 

Justice White discussed at length the ques- 
tion whether the federal constitution is in- 
volved. He held that this could not be, for 
the reason that the general government never 
had any power over marriages, control over 


the states. Hence there was no power that 
congress could exercise to regulate divorces, 
and it must follow that unless the several 
states were permitted to control the subject 
of divorce among their own citizens the sub- 
ject. would be entirely uncontrolled, in which 
case the absolute destruction of society must 
be the result. 


| Finds Residence Not Legel. 

As Andrews had been a citizen of Massa- 
chusetts the courts of that state had juris- 
diction. It was evident, he went on, that 
Andrews’ six months’ residence in South 
Dakota had been taken up for the sole pur- 
pose of securing a divorce. The temporary 
change of residence did not amount to domi- 
cile nor to a change of citizenship. For this 
reason he held that the South Dakota court 
was without jurisdiction, its decree wholly 
void. Nor did it matter if there had been 
a compromise: with the first Mrs. Andrews 
and if she had been induced to consent for 
a money consideration, as had been alleged. 

The fact was that the case was one for the 
Massachusetts courts.

| Grazing Tax Not Sustained. 


An opinion was delivered by Justice Brown 
in the case of John Kelley vs. Oliver F. 
Rhoads involving the question whether the 
state law of Wyoming for the taxation of live 
stock brought into the state for the purpose 
of being grazed applies to such stock when 
being driven through the state. The Wyo- 
ming authorities sought to assess taxes on 
40,000 head of sheep which Kelley was driv- 
ing through the state from Utah to an east- 
ern market. It was shown that the sheep 
secured sustenance by grazing as they passed 
along. The Wyoming court sustained the 


He said the grazing 
of the sheep was only incidental to. their 
transit and that if stock in transit could be 
taxed in one state they could be taxed in any.

Five hun- 
Gred person listened to the address, which 
was delivered at the banquet of the Con- 
gregational club, atthe Auditorium. | 

**] have a respeet for the old theology,” 


he said, “* because I have in my archives a 
‘statement of its tenets drawn up by Lyman 


Abbott when he entered the ministry. How- 
ever, I burned all my sermons years ago, 
and I say today that I cannot doubt that the 
change from the old to the new method of 
thinking in religion is important, radical, and 
revolutionary: 

“A typical departure is the renunciation 
of what, with too little reverence, was once 
called the ‘ carpenter theory * of God's crea- 
tion of the world. It was the belief of the 
old religion that the earth was turned out 
as in a lathe and later embossed with moun- 
tains and decked with verdure. It was the 
thought that God worked upon the earth 
from without. The newer thinking conceives 
the Deity working from within. 

* As the soul makes your body and con- 
trols it through life, so God made the world 
and controls it from within. There is no 
riot of forces—the world is not like an en- 
gine which God starts and stops at will. I 
say that God is in all flowers and birds and 
clouds, and that is not pantheism, either. 
Pantheism believes that God is the sum of 
all phenomena, which is eritirely different 
from the belief that God is in all phenomena. 

‘The bible is not a book in which fifty or 
sixty writers tell what religion is, but it is 
a record of their religious experiences—a rec- 
ord of their consciousness of God. And so 
it is that the various accounts are not all 
consistent; they differ as the personalities 
of the writers differed. They were human; 
they were imperfect men, those who wrote 
the bible. They stumbled as we stumble.” 

In the election of club officers before the 
addresses there was a gleam of politics which 
occasioned some discussion. The regular 
election committee nominated Edwin Burritt 
Smith for one of the vice presidents. Mr. 
Smith was a member of the committee, but 
was not present at the meeting when the 
ticket was framed. When the ticket was 
announced a faction of the members met 
and nominated Willis S. Herrick of the Sec- 
ond church, Oak Park, in opposition to Mr.

N ational Leaguers Show Up|* 
New York’s Flimsy Claim 
to Delehanty. 


HEAVY BONDS DEMANDED 


Injunction Proceedings to Be 
Fought by the Best Legal 
Talent Available, 


Cincinnati, O., Jan. 19.—[Special.J—Assur- 
ances that the peace compact recently for- 
mulated would get a majority of the votes 
of the Nationa] league were made at the 
meeting of the magnates here today, and the 
sensation of the day was a decided slap at 
the attempted dictatorship of John T. Brush 
and Andrew Freedman. 

After a letter from Col. Rogers of Philadel- 
phia, showing how fllmsy are the New York- 
er’s claim to Delehanty, had been read, Presi- 
dent Hermann of the ‘local club delivered 
himself of a peace declaration that sounded 
like a war cry. After denying that he con- 
templated jumping to the American if his 
plans did not go through, and declaring that 
he would cheerfullygabide by the majority, 
Mr. Hermann said: — 


Hermann Discloses History. 

“In a personal way I want to state that 
pending my negotiations for the Cincinnati 
ball club with John T.-Brush and while he 
had my offer of $105,000 for the club under 
consideration, Ban Johnson, president of the 
American league, came to this city and per- 
sonally offered me and my associates a fran- 
chise in the American league for Cincinnati, 
together with a team of players. 

*‘In return for this offer he did not require 
the expenditure of a dollar. I told Mr. John- 
son that I was in negotiation with Mr. Brush 
in good faith and if we agreed On terms I 
could not consider his proposition.” 

The next sensation not on the program 
was an attempt on the part of Brush to have 
the public excluded from the executive ses- 
sion, which followed Mr. Hermann’s talk. 
The attempt was a failure, and it was then 
moved by Mr. Robison that the report of the 
peace committee and the agreement entered 
into at the peace conference considered 
section for section, and it was carried. But 
before th® agreement was taken up Mayor 
Fleischmann offered a resolution which com- 
pletely smothered Ebbets and Brush. 


John T. Brush Is Outvoted. 


York club, which haa instituted injunction 
proceedings, be forced to put up a heavy bond 
to guarantee the National league against 
damage as a result of its ‘action. For this 
purpose Mr. Fleischmann requested the en- 
gaging of competent lawyers. The resolu- 
tion passed by a vote of 6 to 1, Brooklyn 
voting against it and Mr. Brush refusing to 
vote. 

“T have how seven lawyers in my em- 

loy,”’ said President Pulliam, “and am 

ooking for a couple more to play the out- 
field. The Jeague will have to pay those 
lawyers, I am engaging all I think I 
need to protect the league, I don’t want 
to say anything about what the outcome 
may be, but Bll give you my word that 
matters will be conducted openly and above 
board, or I'll know the reason why. 


Pulliam in Odd Position. 
“In this injunction suit I find myself in a 
culiar position. As president of the league 

hold ten shares of stock in the New York 
club, and I am being sued by that club to 
prevent it from being robbed of its property 
rights. That injunction will not stand three 
minutes in any court. Judge Miller Outecault 
has given me his written .opinion to that 
effect, and I think that the New York club 
officials are of the same opinion.” 

While none of the magnates cared to say 
anything about what might happen, it will 
not be at allsurprising if New York is thrown 
out of the league in the event of that club in- 
sisting against peace, 

The Brooklyn club is in the same position, 
Both clubs can’ be spared by the clubs which 
favor peace, and whilé no threats have been 
made, there is just a possibility of such action 
being taken if no other method will convince 
the New York gentlemen that they are on the 
wrong side of the fence.

MINISTERS DEMAND HALT IN 
RACING ON GRAND BOULEVARD. 


Methodist Clergy Adopt Resolution 
Protesting Against the Sunday 
Speeding on South Side. 


| The Methodist ministers yesterday declared 
| their opposition to the fast driving or racing 
in Grand boulevard, asserting it was wrong 
and should be stopped: Each South Park 
commissioner will be notified of the minis- 
ters’ views at once. 

The resolution introduced read in part as 
follows: | 
'™ Noting with serious apprehension the fact 
that Grand boulevard has been transformed 
from a great city thoroughfare to a race- 
course during certain hours dn Sunday as 
well as upon week days, and counting this 
a disgrace to the city and an offense to the 
Christian and moral community, be it re- 
solved that we, the Methodist ministers’ 
meeting of Chicago, respectfully request the 
South Park commission to prohibit such 
speeding om Grand boulevard at least on 
Sunday.” | 

In introducing the resolution Dr. Henry 
Irving Rasmus said: ‘‘The speeding of 
horses on Grand boulevard has become rac- 
ing and racing is carried on there, not only 


/ on week days but during certain hours on 


Sunday. Large crowds of idlers congregate 
and the police attend to keep the crowds off 
the tracks. Although prohibited by law the 
police make no effort to stop the racing.” 
One of the ministers said after the meeting 
that he was informed that the proprietors 
of several saloons had made an agreement 
between themselves to encourage the sport 
so that they would get more patronage. This 
phase of the matter, he said, was being in- 
vestigated and unless the commissioners took 
some action this week to stop the racing the 
saloon end would be brought to the atten- 
tion of the ministers next Monday.

WITNESS FOR MOLDERS HELPS 
THE STATE'S CASE. 


Thomas Christy, @ Defendant, States 
on Stand That Entire Exeeutive 
Board Heard Fridley Urge Explo- 
sive for Nonunion Men—Contradicts 
Testimony of His Own Side—Others 
Tell How Pickets Were Ordered Not 
to Use Violence buat Eloquence. 


After presenting several witnesses to show 
that union pickets were ordered to confine 
themselves to verbal arguments, the defense 
in the molders’ trial was given a shock yes- 
terday when another of its witnesses ad- 
mitted the entire strike executive board had 
heard Alfred Fridley urge the use of dyna- 
mite for nonunion men. f 

This witness was Thomas Christy, himsel 
a defendant and member: of the executive 
board. Though called by the, defense, the 
state found him a valuable witness. 

“ Fridley said the only thing to do was té, 
ude dynamite,” Christy testified. 

“ Did he say that loud enough for Johnson 
and all the other members of the executive 
board to hear him?” asked Assistant State's 
Attorney Olson. 

“ Yes, everybody at the meeting heard him 
make that statement.”’ 


' This testimony impeaches the stories told 


by the other five defendants in regard to 
Fridley’s talk beforg the executive board. 


Tells of Strike Finances. 
Fred Wackendorf, treasurer of the union 


, during the strike at the: Western Electric. 
afd Stromberg-Carison plants, was one of 


the witnesses who described the pacific in- 
structions given the pickets. He also told of 
the strike finances. When he was installed 
as treasurer he received $800 in currency, but 
he kept no record in books of the money paid 
to the executive board in conducting the 
strike. He saf& the executive board would 
draw a voucher for the money it wanted and 
he would pay it. He said that on July 11 he 
paid ** Tim” Gavin, a member of the execu- 
tive Board, $500 with the understanding that 
it was to be used in the strike. be 


Pickets There to Plead. 


Jacob E. Johnson, a defendant and busi- 
ness agent for the union while the strike 
was on, said he hired six or seven union 
men to act as pickets. 

“The only instructions I gave them were 
to stay near the shops when the men went 


-in and came out and talk to them in an ef- 


fort to induce them to quit work and join 
the ranks of the strikers,” said Johnson. 
“They were never told to assault anybody. 
We did not countenance any such tactics, 
and if men were beaten it was done without 
our knowledge.”’ 

*‘ Suppose a picket approached a nonunion 
man who had a wife and children to sup- 
port and the nonunion man said he did not 
want to quit work, what would the picket 
do?’ asked Assistant State’s Attorney Ol- 
son. 

“His orders. were to keep after the man. 
and try to get ‘him to change his mind,” 
replied the witness. 

William Mangan, a member of the exe- 
cutive board, explained that the board was 
created to facilitate the movement of the 
strike and to keep too much of the inside 
workings of the union from becoming pub- 
lic property. He never heard of any pick- 
ets being. instructed to use violence in deal- 
ing with nonunion workmen. ; 

The defense will conclude its case today. 
Its attorneys laugh at the idea that the 
prosecutors are in any danger. The state’s 
principal witnesses, however, are being 
guarded day and night. . 


CANAL CONDEMNATION SUIT 
INTERESTS REALTY DEALERS. 


Case Before Judge Dunne Promises to 
Be Bitterly Fought — Government 
Buys Land for Turning Basin. 


Much interest is felt in real estate circles 
regarding the outcome of the case now on 
trial before Judge Dunne, in which the sani- 
tary district is seeking to ¢ondemn a large 
strip of land on the west: side of the river be- 
tween Madison and Randolph streets for 
river improvement purposes.

It is 
understood they will claim a square foot 
valuation of from $18 to $20, while the 
sanitary district, which will be represented 
by Attorney James Todd, assisted by P. C. 
Haley, will contend for a much lower valua- 
tion. There will be a large array of expert 
Witnesses, those to appear on the part of 
the district being John B. Knight, Edgar M. 
Snow, George Birkhoff Jr., and Eugene H.

ARGUMENT TODAY BEFORE THE 
‘STATE SUPERINTENDENT. | 


Much Interest in the Question Whether 
Life Companies Can Legally Write 
Accident and Liability Policies— 
Settlement by Illinois Central of 
Losses at Rantoul—Delay in Notify- 


ing Suburban Agents of Reduction | 


in the Commission Rate. 


Much interest is taken im the arguments 
today before the guperintendent of insurance 
at Springfield over the right of life insurance 
companies to write accident and liability in- 
surance as well under the laws of the state, 
The question has been pending for some 
time, and elaborate arguments have been 
prepared by the attorneys for the insurance 
department and the state. 

Whichever way the decision goes, itis re- 
garded as assured that the question will be 
tested in the courts, as rival companies are 
credited with raising the question., It af- 
fects specially the Avtna and the Travelers, 
which are the only companies writing life 
and accident insurance and liability insur- 
ance as well. | 

The same question has just been before the 
Ohio department, which decided that the 
companies could not write liability insurance 
in addition to the other lines, :

RESULT OF SPOILS SYSTEM 
SHOWN BY STATISTICS. 


Tilinois Civil Service Association Pro- 
poses a Statement for Perusal by 
Members of the Legislature. | 


The members of the Illinois Civil Service 
association, being aware that there is an 
impression among legislators that Chicago 
is not serious regarding the value and effi- 
ciency of civil service, have prepared a com- 
prehensive statement showing the conditions 
in various public institutions. 

The statement gives the biennial di- 
tures of the various institutions for the 
years 1899-1900 to show the magnitude of the 
financial interests involved. It also gives 
for each board and institution two groups 
of figures, one showing the number of 
changes of officers and trustees* during the 
ten years from 1882 to 1892 and the other 
showing the ¢hgnges during the ten years 
from 1892 to 1902. The figures show that the 
number of changes in the last ten years has 
in nearly every case been double that during 
the’ preceding ten. ) 

“By the spoils system,” says the state- 
ment, “the state officials are, immediately 
upon their election, beset and disqualified 
for public service by the overwhelming stam- 
pede for patronage, avowedly claimed as 
reward for hustling; and that, too, not with 
the expectation of steadfast attention to the 
sought for public employment, but simply 
as temporary opportunities for further par- 
tisan activity.”’ 

The figures contained in the report show, 
among other things, that during the ten 
years from 1882 to 1892 eight members served 
on the board of commissioners of public 
charities, and one secretary, while during 
the following ten years there were twenty- 
three commissioners and four secretaries. 
The Eastern Hospital for Insane, at Kan- 
kakee, had eleven trustees and five super- 
intendents during the last ten years, while in
